OF  THE 

DOMINION  ARTILLERY 
ASSOCIATION. 


1.  That  the  Association  be  called  the  Dominion  of  Canada  Artillery  Association,  and 
have  for  its  object  the  development  of  gunnery  skill}  and  the  dissemination  of  Artillery  know- 
ledge throughout  the  Dominion  of  Canada . 

2v  That  the  annual  subscription  for  individual  members  be  two  dollars j  ivhich  Will  give 
the  right  of  voting  at  any  regularly  organized  meeting,  other  than  a  meeting  of  Council.  A 
donation  of  twenty  doUafs  in  cash,  at  any  one  time,  or  a  prize  of  not  less  value  than/or^?/  doh 
lars,  to  be  competed  for  a  general  prize  meeting,  shall  entitle  the  donor  to  be  elected  a  life 
member. 

3.  That  any  Canadian  Artillery  or  Engineer  corps,  the  Royal  Military  College  Cadets, 
and  the  Artillery  Detachment  of  the  North  West  Mounted  Police  Force,  subscribing  not  less 
than  ten  dollars  per  Field  and  Jive  dollars  per  Garrison  Battery  per  annum,  may  beconje 
affiliated  to  this  Association. 

4.  The  affaits  of  the  Association  to  be  managed  by  a  Council,  to  consist  of  ex-officio  mem- 
bers and  such  others  as  may  be  elected  at  a  General  meeting  ;  Inspectors  and  Assistant  In- 
spectors of  Artillery,  the  Deputy  Adjutant-Generals  of  Districts  and  Brigade  Majors,  all 
Officers  Commanding  affiliated  Artillery  Brigades  or  Batteries  and  Engineer  Corps^  the  Di- 
I'ector  of  Stores,  the  Commandant  and  Professors  (being  Officers),  Royal  Military  CollegCj 
Military  Secretary  to  the  Governor-General,  and  President  of  the  Dominion  Rifle  Association^ 
to  be  ex-officio  members  of  Council,  five  to  form  a  quorum. 

5.  The  Office  bearers  t:>  consist  of  a  President  and  Vice-Prtsidents  of  Council,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer, — the  latter  to  be  elected  annually; 

6.  Representatives  to  the  Council  from  affiliated  corps  must  be  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion by  affiliation  or  otherwise. 

7.  The  Council  may  from  time  to  time  make  such  by-laWs  as  they  deem  necessary,  but 
ho  by-law  to  be  altered,  or  new  la,w  introduced,  without  giving  14  days  notice  to  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Council . 


8.  The  Council  shall  keep  mitautes  of  its  proceedings  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
j)urpose  fey  the  Secretary,  and  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  member  of  the  Council. 

9.  Extraordinary  meetings  may  be  called  when  required  by  the  President  or  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  Council,  14  days  notice  of  such  meeting  being  given  to  each  member  of  Council,  and 
the  object  of  the  meeting  stated. 

10.  Two  Auditors  to  be  appointed  annually  to  examine  the  Treasurer's  account* 
|)revious  to  the  Annual  meeting. 

11.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  required  to  deposit  all  sums  of  money  paid  over  to  him  on 
behalf  of  the  Association,  in  a  Savings  bank. 

12.  The  payments  of  money  for  current  expenses  must  be  authorized  by  the  President; 
or  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  Council  ;  other  payments  to  be  made  only 
on  authority  of  Council. 

13.  All  priae  meetings  to  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
douncil  and  sanctioned  by  the  proper  authorities . 

14..  All  competitions  to  be  under  the  superintendence  of  an  umpire  appointed  by  the  In- 
■Bpector  of  Artillery,  and  whose  decision  will  be  final. 

15.  All  competitions  to  be  closed  on  the  31st  December  of  each  years 

16.  An  Annual  report  from  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  to  be  submitted  to  the  Council 
before  publication. 

17.  That  in  cases  requiring  special  legislation  the  President  or  Vice-President  of  the 
Conncil  are  empowered  to  call  special  meetings  of  Council  in  their  respective  Provinces.  Re- 
solutions adopted  at  such  Provincial  meetings  are  in  co  case  to  interfere  with  rules  already 
agreed  to  at  a  Geeeral  meeting,  and  are,  before  being  finally  adopted,  to  be  passed  by  a  Gen- 
eral Meeting. 

18.  That  members  of  Council,  not  being  life  members,  must  pay  the  annual  subscription 
of  two  dollars  to  remaiis  as  such. 

19.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  to  take  place  at  Ottawa  on  the  second 
Thursday  after  the  meeting  of  Parliament. 

20.  Commanding  Officers  in  order  to  be  allowed  to  claim  credit  for  voluntary  drills,  etc., 
tnust  send  their  returns  thereof,  wilh  list  of  men  entitled  to  badges,  to  the  secretary  by  the  15th 
\if  January  ensuing  the  year  for  Which  the  claim  is  made.

The  Ontario  Field  Battery  (No.  2  Battery  Ist  Provl.  Bde.)  was  declared  the  winner, 
The  Officer  Commanding  the  Quebec  Field  Battery,  when  affiliating  for  the  current 
year,  stated  that  he  would  not  enter  his  battery  for  this  competition,  owing  to  the  very  unfav- 
orable position  in  which  it  was  placed  by  the  fire  which  occurred  in  their  city.  A  great  num- 
berofhisN.  C  Officers  and  men  were,  unfortunately,  residents  of  the  burnt  district  ;  this 
put  a  stop  to  the  voluntary  drills  which  had  been  commenced  and  prevented  a  great  many 
well  drilled  men^  some  of  whoir  were  in  possession  of  certificates,  from  attending  the  annual 
training,  their  places  having  to  be  taken  by  recruits,

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EOYAL  SCHOOLS  OF  GUNNERY. 

This  competition  took  place  at  Tete  de  Pout  Barracks,  Kingston,  under  the  conditions 
decided  upon  at  last  annual  meeting,  viz  :  "  The  shift  to  be  chosen  by  the  Asst.  Inspector  of 
Artillery,  Maritime  Provinces  ;  one  of  the  Professors,  Koyal^Military  College  ;  or  other  com- 
petent officer,  and  be  of  such  a  nature  as  to  test  the  abilities  of  the  competitors." 

Major  Fairtlough,  R.A.,  Professor  Royal  Military  College,  selected  the  operation  to  be 
])erformed,  and  formulated  the  conditions.  Neither  the  operation  nor  the  conditions  were 
made  known  to  the  competing  squads  until  they  were  formed  up  on  the  ground. 

The  operation  was  as  follows  : — 

A  32  pr.  S.B.  gun,  mounted  on  a  garrison  standing  carriage,  disabled  by  having  both 
trucks  on  the  near  side  removed,  was  placed  on  the  Queen's  Wharf,  the  truck  run  up  to  the 
edge  of  the  wharf,  the  muzzle  over  the  water  ;  the  gun  was  to  be  dismounted,  taken  a  dis- 
tance of  about  60  yards,  and  remounted  on  another  carriage.  The  detachment  could  dis- 
mount the  gun  in  any  way  the  commander  wished,  except  by  throwing  it  over  the  side.  The 
route  lay  for  the  first  twenty  yards  over  made  ground,  then  through  a  passage  between  two 
buildings  about  8  feet  wide,  and  the  remaining  distance  up  an  incline  of  about  1  in  10. 

Fifteen  minutes  was  allowed  the  commander  of  the  squad  to  decide  on  how  he  should 
carry  out  the  work,  and  to  arrange  stores,  the  only  limitation  being  two  planks  and  two  long 
skids,  but  in  case  of  the  operation  being  performed  in  equal  time,  the  detachment  using  the 
least  stores  to  be  declared  the  winner.  After  the  word  "  Commence"  was  given  no  one  was 
to  speak  but  the  commander,  5  seconds  per  word  to  be  added  to  the  time  taken  for  every  in- 
fringement of  this  rule. 

Time  to  be  added  for  mistakes  in  drill,  etc.,  at  discretion  of  umpire. 

Lots  to  be  drawn  for  choice  of  commencing,  the  second  detachment  not  to  be  allowed  to 
see  or  to  be  informed  how  the  first  performed  the  operation. 

"B"  Battery  won  choice  and  commenced,  the  detachment  from  "A"  Battery  being 
marched  ofi"  the  ground.  Both  detachments  did  the  first  part  of  the  work  in  the  same  man- 
ner, viz :  The  gun  was  dismounted  by  parbuckling,  (in  this  operafion  the  gun  slipped  ofi"  the 
skid  with  "  B  "  I'attery  detachment,  15  seconds  being  added  by  the  umpire)  parbuckled  along 
the  wharf  and  taken  through  the  passage  on  rollers  ;  up  to  this  point  the  A  "  Baftery  squad 
did  the  work  in  the  least  time,  having  considerable  to  spare.  "  B  "  Battery  squad  parbuckled 
the  gun  up  the  hill  and  mounted  it  on  the  carriage  by  parbuckling  up  the  side.  The  A  " 
Battery  squad  decided  to  mount  it  up  the  rear  of  the  carriage  by  watered  skids.  The  usual 
incline  of  the  skids  w^as  increased  by  the  hill,  which  made  it  very  hard  work  for  the  detach- 
ment after  the  pull  over  the  soft  ground  ;  and  finally,  at  almost  the  last  moment,  the  breech 
selvagee  broke,  and  changed  what  would  otherwise  have  been  a  very  good  first  into  second 
place .

From  Major  W.  J.  Tatham,  R.A.,  to  Colonel  T,  B.  Strange,  B.A.,  I.  of  A. 

Halifax,  N.S.,  31st  Dec,  1881. 

Sir  — 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that,  in  accordance  with  your  request,  I,  last  evening, 
(30th  inst.,)  acted  as  umpire,  when  two  squads  of  the  1st  Halifax  Brigade  of  Artillery  com- 
peted in  the  shifting  ordnance  competition  ;  one  squad  was  composed  of  men  from  No.  3, 
Battery,  under  Captain  J.  E.  Curren  ;  the  other  squad,  of  men  from  No.  6  Battery, 
under  Captain  Balcam.    The  regulations  were  strictly  adhered  to. 

The  time  taken  by  No.  3  Battery  squad  was  two  minutes  and  forty-eight  seconds  (2  min 
48  sec.)  ;  that  taken  by  No.  6  Battery  squad,  eight  minutes  thirty-two  seconds  (8  min.  32 
sec . ) 

The  comparatively  long  time  taken  by  No.  6  Battery  squad  was  attributable  to  the  fact 
of  the  gun  having  been  eased  off  too  quickly  down  the  skids,  in  consequence  of  which  it  rolled 
off  the  short  skids . 

The  work  of  the  No,  3  Battery  squad  was  performed  with  great  precision  and  quickness, 
as  well  as  steadiness.  I  must  add  that  the  manner  in  which  both  squads  worked  was  very 
creditable. 

Lt.-Col.  McPherson,  2nd  Halifax  Brigade,  kindly  undertook  the  duties  of  time-keeper. 
I  beg  to  point  out  that  the  shifts  were  performed  with  20  ft.  skids,  in  accordance  with 
Circular  43,  Dominion  Artillery  Association,

and  acted  as  umpire  for  a  detachment  of*  No.  2  Battery,  Charlottetown  Garrison  Artillery, 
competing  in  sliifting  ordnance  under  Dominion  Avtillery  Association  Circular,  No,  43, 

The  detachment  consisted  of  18  men,  Capt.  Irving  acting  as  No.  1. 

The  gun  was  a  24  por.  50  cwt.  and  mounted  on  a  garrison  standing  carriage.  Stores 
strictly  in  accordance  with  circular. 

The  shift  was  performed  by  first  raising  the  gun  out  of  the  trunnion  holes  and  placing 
it  on  short  skids,  long  skids  were  then  placed  and  fehe  gun  parbuckled  down  th^  side  on  to  two 
short  skids  the  long  skids  were  then  placed  V  shaped  in  rear  of  the  carriage  and  the  gun  rolled 
round  to  the  other  side,  the  short  skids  being  used  as  soon  as  the  gun  was  off  of  them  to  fill  up  the 
gap.  The  gun  was  tlien  parbuckled  up  on  the  cither  side  and  lowered  into  the  trunnion  holes. 
The  stores  were  then  replaced.  The  work  was  done  steadily  and  without  talking  by  the 
Detachment.  Surgeon  Creamer,  82nd  Battalion,  acted  as  time  keeper  and  his  certificate 
will  be  found  hereon.

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To  the  President  of  Council,  Dominion  ArilUery  Associdtion : 
Sir. — 

As  directed  by  Rule  16  of  the  x\ssoclatlon,  I  liave  the  honor  to  present  the  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  iSeeretary  and  Treasurer,  and  in  doing  so  beg  respectfully  to  submit  the  following 
remarks : 

Affiliations. — Six  additional  Batteries  affiliated  during  the  past  year,  bringing  the  total 
of  Garrison  batteries  up  to  twenty- eight,  the  greatest  number  since  the  formation  of  the  As- 
sociation— due  to  the  increased  generosity  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General,  and  per- 
haps to  the  greater  prominence  given  the  Association,  tlirough  its  being  represented  for  the 
first  time  at  the  ^National  Artillery  Association  prize  meeting  at  Shoeburyness. 

The  total  number  of  affiliations  during  the  year  wus  as  follows: 

Royal  Military  College. 

2  Royal  Schools  of  Gunnei-y. 
12  Field  JLatteries. 
28  Garrison  liatteries. 

I  feel  confident  this  number  would  have  been  largely  increased  had  the  restrictions  as  to 
the  training  of  Garrison  Batteries  been  removed.  There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  but  that 
the  present  vsystem  of  drilling  by  chance  has  a  demoralising  and  consequently  retrogressive 
effect  which  no  amount  of  generosity  on  the  part  of  gentlemen  outside  the  Government  can 
overcome.  The  efficiency  of  the  various  batteries  can  only  bs  arrived  at  by  comparison,  and 
to  confipare  a  battery  which  has  ouly  drilled  once  in  two  years  with  another  which  has  been 
called  out  two  years  in  succession  is  manifestly  unfair  to  the  former.  Comparison,  conditions 
being  equal,  produces  a  spirit  of  emulation,  while  the  contrary,  as  a  rule,  acts  inversely. 

Practice. — The  shooting,  on  the  whole,  is  up  to,  if  not  above  the  average.  The  scores 
do  not  appear  to  be  as  high  as  in  previous  years,  but  this  is  accounted  for  by  the  difference 
in  working  under  the  rules  introduced  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  through  which  the  possible 
number  of  points  obtainable  was  reduced.  The  highest  score  with  0  pr.  M.L.J?,  guns  in 
1880  was  49  points  out  of  a  possible  Gl,  the  highest  score  in  1881  being  42  out  of  a  possible 
52 — the  decimal  of  credit  in  each  case  was  between  *80  aiul  'SI .  The  individual  average 
for  1881,  taking  the  whole  10  batteries  which  practiced  with  9  pr.  Ii.M.L.  guns  is  only  12 
lower  than  the  average  for  1880  ;  this  is  more  than  compensated  for  by  the  fact  that  the 
width  of  the  parallelogram  was  reduced  from  33  to  26  feet,  many  rounds  getting  credit  for 
both  elevation  and  direction  in  1880  which  in  1881  received  no  credit  whalsever. 

With  reference  to  the  subject  of  practice,  I  beg  to  make  the  following  suggestions  : 
1st.  That  the  shrapnel  limit  be  extended  from  90  3^ards,  as  at  present,  to  120  yards. 
The  proportion  of  shrapnel  shells  receiving  credit  as  such  at  the  annual  practice  is  far 
froni  satisfactory,  1  do  not  think  the  cause  is  entirely  to  be  attributed  to  the  fuzes,  but  is 
mainly  due  to  the  short  shrapnel  limit.  The  most  effiictive  position  at  which  to  burst  shrap- 
nel is  from  20  to  120  yards  under,  according  to  the  velocity  of  the  projectile  at  the  time 
f)f  bursting. "  The  shorter  the  range  the  grcat'^r  will  be  the  velocity,  and  consequently  the 
ureater  the  distance  at  which  the  shell  should  be  burst  from  the  object. 
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The  average  length  of  range  at  present  available  fo"  the  practice  of  Field  Batteries  does 
not  exceed  1300  yards,  i.  e.,  almost  the  shortest  range  at  which  it  is  advifeable  to  employ 
Field  Artillery, — barely  clear  of  the  zone  of  danger  from  rifle  bullets — and  consequently  the 
place  at  which,  for  ordinary  ranges,  the  shell  would  have  the  greatest  velocity,  it  follows  then 
that  the  shell  should  be  burst  at  the  greatest  effective  distance  from  the  target.  My  expe- 
rience on  range  duty  convinces  me  that  so  long  as  field  batteries  are  restricted  to  the  present 
very  short  ranges  the  shi-apnel  limit  should  be  extended  to  120  yards.  The  majority  of 
shells  receiving  no  credit  burst  inside  this  limit,  and  1  have  no  hesitation  in  asserting  that 
these  shells,  although  receiving  no  credit,  produce  the  greatest  effect  on  the  target,  a  fact 
which  misleads  the  marksmen,  who  have  nothing  to  look  to  but  results.  It  is  useless  telling 
a  man  that  his  fuze  was  too  short  when  the  evidence  of  his  senses  leads  him  to  believe  other- 
wise. 

2nd.  The  time  for  carrying  out  the  annual  practice  of  certain  Garrison  Patteries. 

In  some  localities,  Charlotte  town,  P.  F.  I.,  being  one,  it  is  impossible  to  carry  out  the 
rules,  except  during  the  winter  months,  on  account  of  the  rapidity  of  the  current,  advantage 
having  to  be  taken  of  the  period  during  which  the  harbor  is  frozen  over .  l^his  year  the  ice 
did  not  form  until  after  the  time,  when  according  to  the  rules,  all  competitions  must  be 
dosed,  the  battery  being  thrown  out  of  the  competition  in  consequence.  It  is  suggested  that 
the  Council  endeavor  to  make  arrangements  so  that  Garrison  Batteries  may  be  allowed  to 
draw  their  ammunition  for  1882  at  once,  so  that  practice  may  be  carried  out  early  in  the 
year,  instead  of  it  having  to  be  postponed  until  it  is  probably  too  late. 

Shifting  Ordnance  Competitions. — Only  four  Garrison  Batteries  entered  for  the  compe- 
tition decided  unon  at  last  annual  meeting.  The  remarks  on  the  subject  of  affiliation  cover  this 
point.  Why  Garrison  Batteries  do  not  enter  into  a  competition  which,  in  a  great  measure, 
furnishes  evidence  of  their  efficiency  or  otherwise,  is  a  question  worthy  the  consideration  ol" 
this  Association, — the  operations  from  time  to  time  have  been  of  the  simplest  kind,  and  such 
as  a  detachment  would  ho.  required  to  perform  under  the  most  ordinary  circumstances. 

The  Gentlemen  Cadets  decided  to  compete  with  the  Garrison  Batteries  in  the  same  com- 
petition. One  seldom  has  an  opportunity  of  seeing  work  so  Well  performed.  I  have,  per- 
haps, seen  and  taken  part  in  as  much  shifting  ordnance  as  any  man  in  the  Dominion,  and 
have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  I  never  saw  a  detachment  handle  a  gun  with  such  perfect 
ease  and  masterly  ability  as  that  composed  of  Gentlemen  Cadets  in  the  recent  competition. 

The  Royal  Schools  of  Gunnery  carried  out  their  competition  as  detailed  on  page  25. 
It  certainly  fulfilled  the  requirements  of  the  motion  at  last  annual  meeting.  To' quote  the 
i-emark  of  the  British  Whig,  "  A  harder  road  than  this  military  Jordan  selected  for  the  test 
it  would  be  a  puzzle  to  find. " 

Voluntary  drills. — The  list  of  Voluntary  drills  ilppear  in  the  usual  place  in  the  report. 
The  Montreal  Field  Battery  and  the  No;  2  Battery,  Garrison  Artillery,  Charlottetown,  have 
made  a  great  advance . 

General  Efficiency  Competitions. — The  result  of  these  competitions  will  be  found  on 
pages  22-24.    I  trust  the  Association  will  see  fit  to  eliminate  the  marks  given  for  efficier^cy 
badges  and  certificates  from  these  competitions.  If  members  of  a  battery  are  able  to  attend  the

Schools  of  Gunnery  and  attend  Voluntary  drills  they  should  show  it  in  increased  efficiency 
at  inspection.    At  present  it  counts  for  such  batteries  both  ways.

Sir, 

Shol'tly  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Dotoinion  Artillery  Assoeiatidn  last 
Spring  I  happened  to  be  in  Ottawa  and  Was  present  on  one  occasion  when  the  desira- 
bility and  practicability  of  sending  home  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  National 
Artillery  Association  at  Shoeburyness  a  Team  of  Artillerymen  from  our  Militia  Force 
was  discussed.  For  several  years  I,  (as  well  as  many  other  Canadian  Artillerymen,) 
was  anxious  to  see  the  experiment  tried  believing  it  could  only  result  in  doing  our 
Force  good  in  the  way  of  obtaining  knowledge,  whatever  we  might  or  might  not  obtain 
in. the  way  of  prizes.  Mr.  Caron  fortunately  was  present  and  on  my  offering  to 
subscribe  $1000  for  the  pupose,  asked  me  to  put  the  matter  before  him  officially  and 
assured  me  of  his  support ;  which  it  will  be  sufficient  here  to  say,  I  had  most  heartily 
and  materially  from  first  to  last.  He  obtained  the  Government  sanction  and  money- 
grant,  and  shortly  after  a  meeting  of  Council  was  held  in  Montreal  when  it  was  decided 
to  carr}^  out  the  undertaking.  The  method  of  selecting  the  members  of  the  Team  was 
decided  upon  resulting  in  two  Gentlemen  Cadets  from  the  Royal  Military  College, 
Kingston  ;  tvvo  Men  from  "  A,"  and  two  from  "  B  Batterj',  six  Field,  and  six  Gar- 
rison Artillerj^,  one  Xo.  1,  and  one  spare  man,  being  chosen,  with  Captain  Peters  of 
A  "  Battery  as  Adjutant,  and  myself  as  Commandant.  Subscriptions  were  authorized 
to  make  up  whatever  deficiency  there  might  be,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Dominion 
Artillery  Association  was  instructed  to  write  to  Commanding  Officers  of  Brigades  and 
Batteries  to  send  in  the  names  of  one  or  more  representatives,  who  should  report  to 
Lieut.  Colonel  Irwin,  at  Quebec,  on  the  first  of  Jul}-.  Accordingly  on  or  about  that 
.date  the  following  men  reported  and  were  accepted,  passing  the  necessai-y  medical

Sergeant  Genest,  -'A"  Battery  Was  appointed  Instructor,  and  under  the  itlime 
VUate  supervision  of  Captain  Peters  put  the  Team  through  a  short  course  of  drill  con 
sisting  of  shifting  ordnance,  standing  Gun  drill,  Rifle  exercise,  and  one  days  practice 
in  firing  with  the  64  Pr.  M.  L.  R.  Gun  on  the  Island  of  Orleans.  Uniforms  having 
been  completed  and  altered,  and  all  preliminaries  settled,  we  embarked  on  the 
"  Moravian,"  on  the  16th  of  July,  arriving  in  Liverpool  on  the  26th,  and  thefollowing 
day  at  Shoeburyness . 

As  is  now  well  known  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  National  Artillery  Association 
at  Shoeburyness,  extends  over  two  weeks  from  1st  August.  For  the  first  week  the 
€amp  is  occupied  by  the  detachments  from  the  "North,"  and  in  the  second  week  by 
the  "  South;"  We  were  told  off  for  duty  in  the  second  week,  and  during  the  first  week 
did  nothing  but  drill  and  learn  as  much  as  we  could  of  the  weapons  we  were  to  handle, 
with  the  exception  of  competing  for  the  special  prize  offered  for  shifting  ordnance  by 
His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  of  Canada.  This  we  won  from  the  representa- 
tives of  the  "  North." 

On  the  Monday  of  the  second  week  We  went  in  for  regular  work  commencing  with 
Gun  practice  with  the  64  Pr.  M;  L.  E.  and  40  Pr.  B.  L.  R.  Guns.  Inasmuch  as, 
with  the  exception  of  the  one  days  practice  at  the  Island  of  Orleans  with  the  64  Pr. 
we  had  never  used  either  of  these  Guns,  we  made  indifferent  shooting.  The  system 
of  scoring  also  was  new  and  disheartening  to  us.  Only  in  the  10  in.  competition  did 
we  come  in  at  all  well,  being  9th  out  of  16  Squads  in  the  second  week. 

In  the  oi'diiiary  shifting  ordnance  competition  we  came  in  5th  out  of  33  Squads 
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(of  19  men  each,)  in  the  two  weeks,  which  was  considered  veiy  good  on  account  of 
the  short  time  at  our  disposal  to  practice  it. 

In  the  special  repository  competition  for  His  Excellency's  prize — which  took  a 
similar  place  at  Shoebmyness  to  the  Kolapore  Cup  at  Wimbledon — we  distanced  all 
the  20  other  competing  detachments  of  19  men  each,  except  the  renowned  Woolwich 
Arsenal  men,  tying  them  in  6  min.  48  sec,  and  in  working  off  the  tie  the  following  day 
beating  our  own  time  of  the  previous  day  by  2  min.  20  sec,  and  the  Woolwich  Arsenal 
men  by  2  sec  They  ran  us  very  close,  beating  their  pi"evious  record  by  2  min.  18  sec, 
thus  we  won  against  all  the  representative  detachments  of  Great  Britain,  and  were 
enabled  to  bring  back  the  beautiful  Trophy  so  thoughtfully  ai>d  judiciously  presented  by 
His  Excellency.  A  Prize  much  coveted  by  all  the  detachments,  but  by  none,  perhaps, 
so  jealously  as  by  ourselves.* 

During  the  Inspection  by  the  Commandant,  and  before  the  presentation  of  pj'izes 
by  the  Princess  Fi'ederica  of  Hanover,  we  were  accorded  the  honor  of  marching  past  at 
the  head  of  the  Brigades . 

On  Friday  the  13tn  August,  we  left  Shoeburyness,  putting  up  at  the  Inns  of  Court 
Hotel  in  London.  On  Saturday  we  all  visited  the  Arsenal  at  Woolwich  returning  to 
London  on  the  same  day,  and  on  that  evening  I  dismissed  the  Team  providing  for  their 
stay  during  the  time  the}^  required  to  remain  in  London,  and  giving  them  their  return 
tickets  to  Liverpool  by  rail,  and  thence  to  Quebec  by  steamer. 

Such  is  a  brief  account  of  our  doings .  My  report  would  however  be  incomplete 
without  reference  being  made  to  some  of  the  incidents  connected  with  the  undertaking 
— the  hearty  British  welcome  and  warm  hospitality  extended  to  us, — and  perhaps  I 
may  be  permitted  to  make  some  observations  upon  the  results  which  I  hope  may  arise 
from  it  to  the  advancement  of  the  Artillery  Force  of  the  Dominion . 

From  the  moment  of  our  arrival  we  were  taken  care  of  by  the  JSTational  Artillery 
Association,  represented  by  one  or  other  of  its  Officers.  In  Liverpool  we  w^ere  well 
looked  after  by  Lieut.-Colonel  Swainson  of  the  8th  Lancashire  Artillery  and  his  Offi- 
cers, he  was  the  first  to  receive  us  and  the  last  to  whom  I  said  good-bye. 

Of  the  moving  spirit  of  the  Association,  its  most  efficient  and  respected  Secretary, 
Captain  Eutley  and  his  untiring  endeavours  to  make  everything  pleasant  for  us — I 
cannot  speak  in  too  high  terms — It  would  take  far  too  long  to  dwell  upon  his  many 
acts  of  kindness  and  thoughtful ness  for  our  welfare,  but  for  all  he  did  for  us  I  tender 
him  our  most  grateful  and  hearty  thanks. 

To  the  Brigade  Major,  Major  Keane,  Captain  Williams,  Camp  Adjutant  and  all  the 
Of&cers  of  the  executive  staff.  I  desire  also  to  make  recognition  of  their  kindness  and 
attention  to  iis. 

As  to  the  Officers  commanding  the  different  Brigades  and  their  Staff  and  Battery 
Officers  whom  we  had  the  pleasure  to  associate  with  in  Camp,  I  can  only  sa}^  that  to  us 
at  all  events,  the  intercourse  was  of  the  most  pleasant  description,  and  that  we  will

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always  be  glad  to  meet  thorn  again — whether  individually  or  collectively, — on  either 
side  of  the  Athmtic;  As  an  instance  of  the  good  feeling  which  existed  I  shall  mention 
just  one  incident. 

On  the  evening  previous  to  the  Camp  breaking  up — General  Sir  Montague 
McMurdo,  on  behalf  of  the  Oflicers  present  during  both  weeks  presented  to  each  of  the 
Gentlemen  Cadets  on  the  Team,  Messrs.  Kirkpatrick  and  Hodgins,  a  handsome  Silver 
Goblet  with  suitable  inscription,  as  a  souvenir  of  their  visit. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  being  present  at  one  or  two  meetings  of  Council,  and  found 
the  members  of  that  imjDortant  body  most  courteous,  whether  in  or  out  of  Session. 

Of  the  President  of  the  Council,  The  Most  Honorable  the  Marquis  of  Londonderry, 
I  have  special  reason  to  speak  with  gratitude.  Not  only  in  Camp  did  he  receive  us 
graciously,  but  afterwards  at  Scaham  Hall  gave  me  the  opportunity  of  being 
present  at  an  Inspection  of  his  magnificent.  Brigade, — A  detachment  of  which  I  am 
glad  to  say  carried  otf  the  Canadian  Prize,"  as  the  prize  given  by  me  was  called. 
I  was  proud  to  see  it  occupying  a  place  on  his  table  along  with  the  "  Queen's  "  and 
"  Lords  and  Commons,"  Prizes,  all  won  by  his  Brigade  at  the  same  meeting.  It  was, 
I  may  say,  in  every  respect  a  Canadian  Prize,  being  made  in  Montreal  and  consisting 
of  a  Field  Gun  on  a  winter  Carriage  or  sleigh  on  a  block  of  snow  and  ice,  resting  on 
a  stand  on  which  was  engraved  international  emblems,  the  whole  supported  on  the 
backs  of  the  JSTational  Beavers.  On  the  day  before  I  left  Seaham,  his  Lordship  was 
good  enough  to  present  me  with  a  life  size  oil  painting  of  himself,,  which  I  now  have 
the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  this  Association,  the  members  of  which  will  I  doubt  not 
fully  appreciate  the  gift,  one  worthy  of  the  noble  donor. 

I  presume  it  will  not  be  out  of  place  for  me  to  mention  here  the  great  interest 
taken  in  us  by  another  nobleman.  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Athole,  who  visited  us  at 
Shoebury  and  afterwards  invited  me  to  visit  him  at  Blair  Castle,  when  I  witnessed  a 
turn  out  of  his  splendid  body  of  Athole  Highlanders.  Although  not  an  Artilleryman, 
His  Grace  takes  a  warm  interest  in  things  Canadian,  from  his  residence  here  while 
with  his  regiment,  and  from  his  recent  visit  to  this  country. 

We  had  the  pleasui'e  of  receiving  two  visits  from  Mr.  James  C.  Colmer,  of  the 
Canadian  Government  Office,  and»l  have  to  thank  him  for  most  valuable  assistance 
and  advice  while  in  London. 

On  the  principle  of  "  8eni  ores  prior  es."  I  ought  to  have  first  mentioned  the  Ofl&cers 
of  the  Eoyal  Artillery,  whom  we  met  both  officially  atid  socially  at  Shoeburyness,  but 
in  referring  to  them  now,  I  do  so  with  the  liveliest  recollection  of  their  hospitality. 
The  kindness  experienced  from  Colonel  Hai;3tings,  Commandant  at  Shoeburyness,  all  his 
staff,  Lieut.-Col.  Betty,  and  Lieut.  Col.  Keate,  Camp  Commandant,  we  shall  net  readily 
foi-get.  Had  we  belonged  to  their  own  great  regiment  they  could  not  have  shown 
more  interest  in,  or,  been  more  courteous  to  us.  At  their  houses  we  were  received,  as 
Englishmen  well  know  how  to  receive;  we  were  made  to  feel  at  once  that  we  were 
not  "strangers."  and  I  shall  nevei*  forget  the  ringing  cheers  with  which  the  toast  of 
'■•  The  Canadian  Artillery,"'  was  received  at  the  Mess  Table  of  (he  Koval  Artillery.

The  ofScersof  the  vai'iouH  arsennldeppa-tments  at  Woolwich,  as  al^o  Major  Duncan, 
Gunnery  Instructor,  E.  M.  A.  gave  us  every  facihty  and  assistance. 

The  Sergeant's  Mess  of  the  R.  A.  was  thrown  open  to  our  men,  who  duly  appre- 
ciated and  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege,  and  on  leaving  presented  a  Silver  Cud 
as  an  acknowledgement  of  the  kindiicss  they  had  received  from  the  members  of  ir. 
It  is  a  matter  of  interest  that  Canada  can  claim  Sergeant  Major  Latremouille,  of  the 
,  K.  A.  School  of  Gunnery  at  Shoebuiy.  He  is  a  Montreal  man  and  gave  his  country- 
men a  most  cordial  welcome. 

The  late  Sir  William  Palliser,  whose  death,  recently,  we  must  all  deplore,  and  his 
bi-other  Captain  Palliser,  whose  names  are  so  well  known  in  connection  with  all 
matters  of  Artillery  and  ordnance  gave  practical  proof  of  the  interest  taken  in  us  by 
them,  by  presenting  a  prize  of  £10  sterling,  for  competition  between  the  Field  and 
Garrison  detachments  on  our  Team.  This  was  Avon  bv  the  Field  Batterymen,  but  as 
the  Garrison  men  were  within  one  direct  hit,  (all  that  was  made)  I  gave  them  a  con- 
solation prize  of  a  similar  amount. 

Major  General  Strange,  who  was  then  Colonel  Strange  and  a  Eoyal  Artilleiy 
Officer  of  very  high  standing  as  well  as  our  Inspector  of  Artillery,  was  present  during 
the  greater  part  of  our  stay  at  Shoeburyness,  rendering  invaluable  assistance  to  us  by 
his  influence  and  advice.  He  also  offered  a  second  prize  in  the  competition  for  the 
Governor  General's  troph}^  consisting  of  a  valuable  Field  Glass,  which  stj-ange  to  sav 
went  to  Woolwich  (being  won  by  the  3rd  Kent)  the  place  where  he  himself  was  so 
long  quartered  and  is  so  well  known.  Having  been  an  eye  v\^itness  of  almost  all  that 
occurred  to  us  during  our  stay  in  P]ngland,  he  will  doubtless  give  you  the  benefit  of  his 
opinion  of  our  undertaking  and  of  its  bearing  upon  that  branch  of  the  Canadian  Militia 
Service  under  his  immediate  command.  He  can  also  bear  testimony  to  the  behaviour 
of  our  detachments.  For  myself  I  have  to  report  in  the  highest  tei"ms  of  the  conduct 
of  every  one  in  the  Team,  Captain  Peters'  knowledge  and  zeal  were  of  the  greatei-t 
value  and  assistance.  The  Gentlemen  cadets  were  an  example  of  behaviour  worthy 
of  thorough  soldiers  and  gentlemen.  Sergeant  Genest  made  a  most  capable  and  efli- 
cient  No.  1.  He  had  a  difficult  task  to  ])erform  and  he  did  it  well.  The  other 
members  of  the  Team,  one  and  all,  were  a  credit  to  the  Militia  Force  of  the  Dominion. 
Had  it  not  been  for  their  excellent  conduct  this  somewhat  difficult  and  hazardous 
undertaking  could  not  have  been  so  successfully  carried  out. 

Before  I  conclude  I  should  like  to  refer  to  one  or  two  practical  matters  which  I 
think  might  claim  the  attention  of  the  Council,  in  view  of  other  Teams  being  sent 
home,  as  well  as  for  the  improvement  of  our  Artillery  Force  in  the  Dominion, 

I  have  said  we  did  little  shooting  for  the  obvious  causes  already  mentioned,  yet 
1  think  we  might  have  done  better  had  the  system  of  scoring  been  different.  Here  I 
think  we  have  the  advantage  of  Shoebuiyness.  I  hope  the  system  used  by  us  will  be 
adopted  there  ;  were  this  done  there  would  be  much  more  satisfaction  in  sending  home 
Teams  from  here.  The  system  at  present  in  vogue  by  the  English  Volunteers  seems 
to  admit  of  too  much  chance  or  luck.  I  believe  that  the  matter  is  to  be  taken  up  ly 
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the  Council  of  the  Kational  Artillery  Associution,  and  I  am  sure  that  any  overture 
submitted  to  it  by  the  Council  of  the  Dominion  Artillery  A'^sociation  would  receive 
due  consideration. 

Even  if  another  Team  is  not  sent  we  have  ascertained,  I  think,  where  the  weak 
spot  in  our  Dominion  Artillery  is  par  excellences'^  viz  : — in  the  want  of  proper  heavy 
ordnance.  It  would  be  vain  foi"  us  to  expect  to  do  much  good  in  competing  with  our 
brothers  in  arms  in  England  without  practice  with  the  weapons  used  by  them,  llifled' 
guns  both  muzzle  and  breech  loaders  of  heavy  calibre  must  be  obtained  if  we  hope  to 
be  of  much  use  and  value  as  an  arm  of  the  service.  I  was  ashamed  to  tell  them  in 
England  that  with  the  exception  of  a  few  converted  64-32  por.  ;  one  8  in.  and  one  7  in. 
M.L.E.  Guns  at  the  Quebec  School  of  Gunnery  so  generously  presented  to  the  Canadian 
Government  by  the  late  Sir  William  Palliser,  we  had  nothing  but  useless  obsolete 
smooth  bores — relies  of  bygone  ages.  For  all  the  good  we  could  be  against  an  effective 
force  of  Artillery,  we  might  as  well  be  armed  with  guns  of  the  "  Mons  Meg  "  pattern, 
or  the  wooden  Canadian  gun  of  over  a  century  ago,  we  saw  in  the  Museum  at  Woolwich. 
It  occuri-ed  to  me,  when  there,  that  they  would  never  miss  a  few  of  the  hundreds  of 
Rifled  Guns  we  saw  lying  idle,  and  from  what  I  have  heard  I  have  good  hopes  that 
we  will  get  some  of  them  before  very  long. 

I  am  happy  to  observe  from  accounts  in  the  Volunteer  Sei^vice  Gazette,  and  what 
I  heard  before  I  left  England  that  the  idea  for  shifting  oi-dnance  competitions  suggest- 
ed by  His  Excellency  has  met  with  general  approval  and  pi-actice  amongst  the  Volun- 
teers there.  With  reference  to  this  the  above  paper  in  its  issue  of  the  13th  August, 
says  : — 

The  Canadian  Gunners  would  have  been  most  cordially  received  in  the  N.  A.A. 
"  Camp  under  any  circumstances,  but  in  truth  all  of  them — Officers,  Cadets  and  men 
"  — made  themselves  thoroughly  popular  at  once  by  their  frank  and  friendly  manners. 
"  Their  visit  was  assuredly  the  special  feature  of  the  meeting,  and  there  has  never  yQt 
"  been  so  much  excitement  as  there  was  in  the  spirited  contest  between  them  and  the 
^'  redoubted  Woolwich  Arsenal  men,  for  Lord  Lome's  Prize.  Drill,  according  to  the 
"  book,  will  probably,  and  very  properly,  be  always  the  rule  for  the  chief  Eepository 
"  competitions  at  Shoeburyness.  But  we  shall  be  much  surprised  if  the  notion  struck 
"  out  by  the  Governor-General  of  Canada  of  "  go  as  you  please  "  competitions  is  not 
"  further  developed  in  the  course  of  the  next  year  or  two.  Such  contests  areundoubt- 
"  edly  very  interesting,  and  may  be  very  useful,  and,  if  carefully  watched  by  such  an 
"  umpire  as  Captain  Eussel,  need  not  be  in  any  way  dangerous." 

I  hope  before  long  we  will  be  in  a  position  to  have  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Do- 
minion Artillery  Association  in  this  country,  similar  to  that  of  the  Dominion  Eifle 
Association,  and  the  National  Artillery  Association  at  Shoeburyness.  When  we  are 
in  a  position  to  do  so  I  believe  that  an  invitation  sent  to  the  Council  of  the  National 
Artillery  Association  to  send  over  a  team  to  compete  with  us  on  Canadian  soil  would 
meet  with  a  hearty  response,  and  conduce  materially  to  the  welfare  of  both  Associa^ 
tions. 
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I  attach  to  this  Eeport  a  copy  of  that  portion  of  the  Report  of  Colonel  Hastings 
jRoyal  Artillery,  Commandant  at  Shoebmy,  which  refers  to  the  Canadian  Detachments, 
together  with  the  remarks  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  (Earl  Kimberly,) 
and  the  Secretaiy  of  State  for  War,  (the  Right  Hon.  Mr.  Childers),  thereon. 

I  may  be  allcmed  to  give  two  extracts  from  English  papers,  out  of  many  similar 
ones  I  have  read,  which  go  to  show  the  impi-essitm  we  left  behind.  The  first  is  fv^m 
the  Volunteer  Service  Gazette,  of  31st  December,  1881. 

"  Colonel  Hozier  of  ihe  3id  Kent  (Roj'al  Arsenal)  Artillery,  in  distributing  the 
"  prizes  to  the  B.  igade,  said  :■ — They  had  plenty  of  cause  to  be  proud  of  the  wonderful 
success  achieved  at  Shoebuiyness  and  it  was  a  great  eyent  for  a  detachment  under 
^'  Sergeant  Major  Horne  to  make  a  tie  with  the  Canadian  Team." 

The  Times  of  the  23rd  January,  in  reporting  the  speech  of  Mr.  Childers,  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  War,  made  at  tlic  presentation  of  prizes  to  the  4th  West  York 
Artillery  says  :  "  He  proceeded  to  speak  of  the  gi'eat  advantages  of  periodical  visits 
"  to  Shoebiuyness  and  hoped  they  might  again  meet  there  some  bodies  of  Artillery 
"  coming  from  very  distant  parts  of  the  Empire  and  not  grudging  the  victory  gained 
by  those  gallant  Canadian  Ai'tillery  v/ho  competed  so  successfully  a  few  months 
"  ago." 

I  shall  now  read  the  Financial  Statement,  which  I  submit  herewith.  There  is  one 
noticeable  feature  in  it,  viz  : — the  Capitation  grant  from  the  Imperial  Government, 
I  may  mention  that  I  have  entered  all  the  ^;xpcnses  in  it  includii'»g  some  items  that  I 
had  not  intended  to  charge  but  on  considei'ation  decided  to  do  so,  that  the  Council  may 
have  a  correct  idea  of  the  amount  of  money  requiied  to  send  home  another  Team  in- 
cluding all  extra  as  w^ell  as  ordinary  expenditure. 

With  reference  to  the  credit  balance,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  sum  of  Six  Hun- 
dred Dollars  (S600)  be  divided  between  the  members  of  the  (1881)  Team,  (=:  $30  each.) — 
I  think,  myself,  that  every  member  of  such  a  Team  should  be  allowed  pay  beyond  his  expenses 
during  the  time  he  is  on  active  service, — and  that  the  balance  of  $1035  96,  go  towards  defray- 
ing the  expense  of  another  Team  if  it  is  decided  to  send  one,  and  if  it  should  actually  be  re- 
quired for  this  purpose,  which  I  do  rot  think  it  should,  inasmuch  as  the  Government  may 
well  afford  the  comparatively  small  sum  required  for  such  a  truly  national  undertaking,  one 
that  not  only  does  good  to  the  MiHtia  Force  but  to  the  whole  Dominion,  by  bringing  it  before 
the  people  of  Great  Britain  (and  elsewhere)  in  a  worthy  and  creditable  manner.  I  would 
rather  see  the  money  spent  in  the  country  or  applied  towards  defraying  the  cost  of  freight,  &c., 
in  bringing  out  the  Kifled  Guns,  which  I  trust  Ave  will  get  from  England.

Complimentary  to  Oanadinn  Artillery  Team  at  Shoeburyness . 

It  affords  the  Major  General  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  publish,  for  the  information  ol 
the  Militia,  that,  in  a  letter  from  the  War  Office,  dated  1st  November,  1881.  it  is  stated  that 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  has  read  vi'ith  much  satisft^ctiou  the  very  favorable  opinion  re- 
corded by  Colonel  Hastings,  R.  A.,  the  Commandant  of  the  School  of  Gunnery  at  Shoebury- 
ness, on  the  detachment  of  Artillery  of  the  Militia  of  Canada,  who  attended  the  camp  of  the 
National  Artillery  Association  this  year,  as  regards  discipline,  drill  and  aj  pearance,  and  that 
in  a  despatch  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  dated  10th  November,  the  Earl  of 
Kimberley  cordially  joins  in  that  expression  of  satisfaction. 

The  following  are  the  terms  of  the  Report  alluded  to  made  by  Colonel  Hastings,  R.  A., 
Commandant  School  of  Gunnery,  Shoeburyness,  to  the  Deputy  Adjutant  General,  Royal  Ar- 
tillery, Horse  Guards : — 

"  13.  Amongst  the  various  volunteers  this  year,  was  a  detachment  of  2  officers,  and  20 
non-commissioned  officers  and  men  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  Artillery,  under  the  command 
of  Lieut.-Colonel  Oswald.

The  No.  1  is  a  most  intelligent  non-commissioned 
officer,  and  thoroughly  up  to  the  drills  and  exercises, 

"  The  shooting  of  the  detachment  was  not  as  good  as  their  drill. 

"  The  behaviour  of  these  men,  the  whole  time  they  were  here,  some  three  weeks,  was 
such  as  to  give  me  a  most  favorable  opinion  of  their  discipline."

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Extract  from  Volunteer  Service  Gazette  of  13th  August,  1881. 

The  Canadian  team  then  made  their  appearance,  each  clad  in  a  dark  blue  jersey,  with  a 
scarlet  maple  leaf  on  the  breast,  headed  by  their  smart,  keen-looking,  No.  1,  Sergeant  Major 
Genest.  They  proceeded  with  incredible  alacrity  in  a  totally  difierent  way  from  any  of  the 
others.  The  two  gun  carriages  standing  paralllel  to  one  another  facing  the  same  way,  the 
Canadians  began  by  slewing  that  on  which  the  gun  was  mounted  through  a  right  angle,  so 
that  it  pointed  towards  the  other  carriage .  After  "running  up  "  to  the  edge  of  the  platform, 
they  lifted  the  gun  out  of  the  trunnion  holes,  and  then  slewed  it  on  the  front  cheek  of  the 
carriage  till  they  brought  the  muzzle  to  point  to  the  original  front.  Two  6  in.  by  9  in.  skids 
having  been  prepared  to  receive  the  gun  with  the  long  skid  on  its  edge  in  prolongation,  the 
rear  of  the  carriage  was  lifted  and  the  gun  thrown  over  the  breast  on  to  the  skidding.  Two 
or  three  turns  of  a  running  parbuckle  rope  had  been  previously  taken  round  the  breech,  and 
with  the  lever  in  the  bore  with  two  or  three  men  at  it  to  keep  the  muzzle  forward,  the  gun 
was  moved  by  the  running  parbuckle  to  the  rear  carriage,  and  mounted  up  the  side  in  the 
usual  manner,  two  parbuckle  ropes  being  used.  Sergeant  Major  Genest  managed 
matters  so  skilfully  as  to  get  the  gun  exactly  over  the  trunnion  holes  and  with  the 
vent  uppermost,  and,  amid  the  loud  applause  of  the  numerous  spectators,  the  opera- 
tion was  completed  in  the  time  of  6  min.  48  sec,  much  less  than  that  of  any  of  the  other 
detachments.  Seven  more  detachments  followed,  of  which  the  greater  number,  five,  if  we 
remember  rightly,  stuck  to  the  regulation  plan  of  dismounting  by  parbuckle,  two  throwing 
the  gun  over  the  side.  But  no  detachment  on  this  day  adopted  the  peculiar  device  of  the 
Canadians.  The  "  times  "  will  be  seen  below.  Among  the  detachments  which  were  recorded 
as  smart  were  those  of  the  8th  Lancashire  (Liverpool,  Colonel  Inman's),  the  2nd  Lancashire 
(Colonel  Wilson's,  also  from  Liverpool),  and  the  6th  Lancashire,  who,  as  we  mentioned 
above  had  to  perform  the  test  a  second  time .  We  may  now  recur  to  Monday  last,  when  the 
Second  Division  competed  for  the  f<ame  prize,  having  among  them  the  formidable  detachment 
of  the  3rd  Kent  (the  Woolwich  Arsenal  Corps,)  under  Sergeant  Major  Horne.  The  "  times  " 
given  below  tell  their  own  tale  for  the  most  part.  The  2nd  East  York  did  not  work  veiy  well 
together,  and,  having  evidently  no  chance,  retired .  The  2nd  Durham  broke  a  skid  and  also 
retired  The  Newcastle,  the  2nd  Devon,  the  2nd  Kent,  and  the  2nd  Middlesex  were  very 
good,  and  so  were  the  1st  Norfolk,  who  were  extremely  steady,  though  their  men  did  not 
appear  to  be  quite  up  to  the  required  standard  of  physical  strength.  The  3rd  Kent  (the 
Woolwich  Arsenal  men,)  adopted  almost  exactly  the  same  procedure  as  that  of  the  Canadians, 
except  that  in  mounting  they  iised  only  one  parbuckle  rope  and  their  time  was  exactly  the 
same  as  that  of  the  Canadians,  G  min.  48  sec,  so  that,  to  the  great  delight  of  the 
spectators,  there  was  a  tie  between  these  worthy  antagonists,  which  was  decided  on  Tuesday 
afternoon  in  the  presence  of  a  very  large  and  highly  appreciative  gallery. "  The  result  may 
be  told  in  a  very  few  words.    Both  squads  used  the  same  procedure  as  before,  and  both  beat 
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their  previous  times  by  more  than  two  minutes  ;  the  Canadians  performing  the  shift  in  4 
min.  30  sec,  and  the  3rd  Kent  in  4  min.  32  sec.  The  applause  for  both  parties  was  great 
and  well  deserved  after  this  wonderful  struggle .  So  the  Canadians  take  the  beautiful  Cup, 
given  by  the  Governor-General  of  Canada,  back  with  them,  while  the  3rd  Middlesex  receive 
the  field-glass,  given  by  Colonel  Strange,  R,  A.

That  Lt.-Col.  0.i5wald,  be  requested  to  take  charge  of  the  Portrait  of  the  Marquis  of 
Londonderry,  presented  by  him  (I>t.-Col,  Oswald)  to  the  Association. — Carried. 

Proposed  by  Majo;  General  Inland  Strange,  President  of  Council,  seconded  by  Lt.-Col. 
de  la  C.  Trwln,  Vic3  President,  ;i  id  carried  unanimously, — That  this  general  meeting  of  the 
Dominion  Artillery  As.^ociation  record  their  sympathy  with  and  forward  to  Lady  Palliser  and 
the  family  of  the  late  Colonel  Sir  William  Palliser  M.  P.  the  expression  of  that  sympathy  and 
their  sense  of  the  loss  to  the  Empire  and  to  Canada  which  his  death  is  felt  to  be. 

He  has  been  a  steady  supporter  of  the  Dominion  Artillery  Association  fi'om  its  inception^ 
and  has  given  to  (^anada,  as  a  free  gift,  his  royalty  on  the  conversion  of  ordnance  at  present 
being  carried  out  at  the  Canada  Engine  Works,  Montreal.  ' 

When  war  with  Russia  and  a  descent  upon  our  shores  seemed  impending,  Sir  William 
and  his  brother.  Captain  Edward  Palliser,  who  has  been  a>socia'ed  with  him  in  his  Artillery 
1  ..hours,  presented  to  Canada,  as  a  gift,  two  hr  avy  rifled  guns  of  their  own  construction  of  seven 
and  eight  inches  calibre  respectively.  They  were  landed  on  the  wharf  of  Quebec  free  of  cost 
to  the  Canadian  Government  and  are  now  mounted  on  the  Citadel  of  Quebec  to  command  the 
St.  Lawrence,  arid  they  ofF.Tcd  in  addition  a  still  more  powerful  <xun  for  the  defences  of 


British  Columbia— but  the  «^onnectioQ  of  the  Palliser  family  with  Canada,  and  their  services  to 
her  and  to  the  Empire  are  not  of  yesterday,  an  ancestor  of  that  family  was  Commodore  of 
the  fleet,  which  brought  the  victorious  Wolfe  to  oar  shj^res,  and  Sir  William's  brother  com 
manded  one  of  the  first  exploration  parties  through  what  is  now  our  great  North  West  terri- 
tority,  our  sympathies,  therefore,  in  every  sense  are  due  to  the  family  who  mourn  the  loss  of 
Sir  William  Palliser,  statesman,  soldier,  and  scientific  artillerist." 

It  was  further  unanimously  resolved  that  this  resolution  be  conveyed  to  Lady  Palliser 
and  the  family  of  Sir  William  by  Major  General  T .  Bland  Strange,  President  of  Council 
D.  A.  A.
